COLOWA TRAGEDY! 


Yesterday a dispute arose be­ 
tween John Kamerer, aged (>0, 
and Henry Kamerer, his son,a{?ed 
.M). The two led quarrelsome 
lives together and were addicted 
to the use of strong drink. 


After dinner yesterday the son 
decided to plow a certain piece of 
ground but the father objected 
and very hot and threatening 
words followed. The middle of 
the afternoon young Kamerer 
returned to the house and poured 
two shots from a Winchester ri­ 
fle into the body of his father 
and then turned the instrument 
of death upon himself and fired 
the third time. Both are dead. 


Henry Kamerer Shoots and Kills 


His Father, 


AND THEN COMMITS SUICIDE. 


They Had Been Drinking and Had 


Quarreled. 


Murdoror Tried to Cover the Crime 


of Suicide* by Cremating His 
Own Body. 


The Mnrderer Was Buried Today, tbe iHnrdered Will Have 
a More Honorable Funeral Tomorrow. 


Coloma, Nov. 19—Two and one-half 
miles southwest of this village, calm 
and silent in death, lie two men, father 
and son, who in life found the family 
relation too uncongenial for their fiery 
tempers and quarrelsome dispositions. 
They came to their deaths Thursday 
afternoon at nearly three o’clock when 
Harry Kamerer, aged about 30 years, 
shot and mortally wounded his fathert 
.Tohn Kamerer, after which the mur- 
ierer turned the same weapon upon 
himself and sent his own soul into eter­ 
nity. To the latter death came in­ 
stantly, it is believed. 


The two men quarreled almost daily 
and the double murder was the result 
of unloosed temper, aided by overindul* 
gence in alcoholic stimulants. How 
the last quarrel commenced, or what 
caused it, is not known at this hour. 
Both men were in the house and the 
son soon hurriedly left and entered the 
summer kitchen, an outbuilding stand­ 
ing but a few feet from the residence 
proper. In this structure he kept his 
guns, and, grabbing a large Winches­ 
ter riñe, started to return to the scene 
of trouble. 


When he returned to the house he 
found the doors locked against him, 
and this -undoubtedly increased his 
rage. Going to a near window the son 
caught sight of bis father and, raising 
the weapon, fired twice. One bullet 
entered the aged man’s side, under the 
arm, and passed entirely through his 
body: tbe other struck him in the in­ 
testinal region, infiicting ugly wounds. 


Henry returned to the kitchen after 
the horrible butchery and the next act 
in the bloody event is so far a mystery. 
Neighbors heard the firing and hast­ 
ened to the scene; they found the old 
man dead and the summer icitchen on 
Are and rapidly burning. Kfforts were 
made to extinguished the Hames but 
the work proved inetl'ectual. 
Almost 
accidentally the body of Henry was dis­ 
covered lying on the floor, and was 
dragged out into the open air. He 
'was badly burned and it wan discovered 
that he had turned the rifle upon him­ 
self, as an ugly bullet-hole testified. 


Whether before shooting himself he 
had purposely set fire to the building, 
intending to cremate hiH body, or 
whether that feature was accidental is 
a question which remains to be solved. 
But for the fortunate discovery the 
young man’s body would have been 
consumed in the flames of the burning 
building. 


Physicians from this village were 
hastily summoned to the bedside of tbe 
father and his injuries were pronounced 
at once to be such that recovery was 
practically imoossible. He lingered in 
li e until eight o’clock last night, when 
death ended his suffering. 


John «nd Henry Kamerer were, a^ 
al)Ove stated, 
unfortunate in their 
family relations. 
Both were in the 
habit of drinking to excess, and when 
in their cups trouble was constantly 
brewing. 


It was on Monday of this week that 
the father determined to seek tbe law’s 
protection against the son’s brutality. 
Meeting Deputy Sheriff ümphrey he 
inquired of whom a warrant could be 
obtained. 
Postmaster 
and 
Justice 
Miller was suggested and the old man 
said as soon as tbe son commenced his 
plowing on that day or tbe day follow­ 
ing tbe paper should be secured. 
He 
added that Mr. Umpbrey would be 
aakod to serve tbe warrant.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Trottbl« Wm tho Boy Wanted to Plow 
and Hia rather Objected. 


Coloma, Nov. 19.--The Courier in an 
early edition this morning gave this 
version of the tragedy: 
Henry Kam­ 
erer shot and 
fatally wounded his 
father, John Kamerer, at the family 
home on Boyer street, south of this vil­ 
lage, about 3 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon, set fire to a tool-house, and dis* 
charged the contents of a shotgun into 
his own breast, falling forward into the 
flames a corme. 


The trouble culminating in such an 
awful tragedy has been of long stand­ 
ing, cropping out at frequent intervals 
in rebellious acts on the part of the 
son, and recently intensified by the 
failure of the two to agree in regard to 
the work on tbe place, which Henry 
was not performing as the father de­ 
sired. 
A controversy arose at the din­ 
ner hour, the son going to the field to 
do some plowing contrary to his father’s 
wishes, and the latter went to the field, 
ordered his son to stop, and returned to 
the bouse. 
Henry followed, coming 
around to the rear of the house which 
the old gentleman had entered (his 
aged wife immediately closing and 
bolting the door), seized a 38-calibre 
Winchester repeating rifle from the 
tool-house, and as his father passed the 
kitchen window the son fired twice 
through it, one ball striking him near 
the pit of the stomach and glancing out 
along the ribs, the other entering the 
abdomen immediately below tbe navel 
inflicting a wound which Drs. Stevens 
and Marvin, who were hastily sum­ 
moned, pronounced fatal. 


The son is then believed to have en­ 
tered tbe tool-house, set it on fire and 
committed suicide. Felix Whetstone, a 
son of Mrs. Kamerer's by a former 
husband, gave the alarm, and neigh­ 
bors hurried to the scene. 
The half­ 
charred body of young |Kamerer was 
dragged from tbe burning building and 
left lying upon its face in the yard 
covered l>y a few piece» of rag carpet,a 
gruesome sight; the flames that had 
communicated to the dwelling house, 
threatening it with destruction, were 
subdued with considerable dillicuUy, 
and the old gentlemen, who, in spite of 
his age and physical suflerings had 
walked out of the house and to the barn 
across tbe highway, a distance of sev­ 
eral rods, where he was found nearly 
dead by the doctor, was helped into the 
house and placed in bed, dying at 
last night. 
A messenger was hastily 
dispatched for Justice of the Peace 
Frank M. Witbeck of Milburg, who im­ 
paneled a jury which found a ve:*dict 
in accordance with the above facts. 


It is the most shocking atfair of tbe 
kind transpiring in this vicinity in 
many years, and the surviving members 
of the family have the deepest sym­ 
pathy of the community for this woful 
crime of an unnatural son and brother. 


The murdered man wuh a brother of 
Conrad Kamerer, of St. .losupb. 
Mr. 
ivaraerer today said; 
‘‘The two men 
never got along well together. 
They 
have tKJtb quarreled ever since Henry 
became of age. 
Both had ungovern­ 
able tempers and have had bitter quar­ 
rels over the most trivial matters.”

A SEA SECRET.

In the year 1849 tho Hon. East India 
company’s ship tho Star of India sot 
sail from Madran for London, having on 
board over 200 passo;igors, and ainonK 
them Lord (Honhani, General Swift. 
Lady ArtAvell and her two daughters, 
and other men and women of iioto at 
homo aud abroad. A.side from hor gen­ 
eral cargo, tho t^hip earriod troasnre to 
the nmountof f 250,000. Tho iMinkcrs at 
Madms figured out that the pan.snngcrs 
must have had at IcaHt $100,000 among 
them, whilo an Inditiu pot( utate, on his 
way to bo received as a guest of royalty, 
had a strong box of jewelry and gums 
valaed at so great a kuui that no ono 
dared speak it. It was intended that 
the ship should lie convoyed as far as 
the cape of Good Hope by a man-of- 
war, aH there were plenty of pirate 
orait Ktill afloat, but tho government 
veB.*«el met with a mishap at sea aud 
was detained fioniewbere, and the Star 
finally decided to sail without her, and 
there was little fear but that she could 
take care of berscll!. Two days out of 
Madrnn she was sighted and reported, 
but that W’aH the last seeu or hoard of 
her until the year 1804. 


Tho loss of tho Star made a great sen* 
latiou for several reasons, and when it 
waa Ihiaily concluded that she hud been 
lout various vessels were sent in search 
of her, aud every effort was made to as* 
certain her fate. In 1856 a Malay sailor 
'wbo died aboard of an English tea ship 
told her captain that tho Star was at­ 
tacked aud captured by pirates to the 
south of Ceylon, and that he was one of 
tho men engaged in the attack. He said 
there w^ere tive native crafts, and that 
they came npon the Star iu a calm and 
carriefl her by boarding. The ship made 
a long and stubborn resistance, but was 
Anally captured, and the pirates had 
■nlTered such heavy loss that in revenge 
they killed everyb^y to tho last child. 
They theu loot<^ the ship aud twuttled 
her, and the plunder was subsequently 
divided on an island in the China sea. 
Some people believed this story and 
some said it was absurd. The general 
dea was that the Star foundered at sea 
during a heavy gale. The dying state

roent of the pirate was never fully in 
vestigated for some reason. So far as 
the investigation went it was proved to 
be a fact. The pirates had long been 
scattered, many were doubtless dead, 
and the idea of bringing the gang to 
justice was given up as impossible. 


In the year 186H 1 was ono of the 
crew of the Euglish brig* Swiftsuro, 
which was making a survey of the 
slands to the northeast of Madagascar. 
At<the Chagos group, as we were pull­ 
ing into land one day, witb seven men 
in the boat, we wore upset in the surf 
and only two of us escaped death. My 
companion was a sailor named Wallace, 
and w^hile in a half drowned state wo 
were swept along the coast of the island 
by a current and finally thrown on 
shore in a bit of a cove. A boat put off 
from tho brig as soon as the disaster 
was noticed, bnt only two bodies were 
recovered. The thrtio others were pulled 
down by tho sharks before the boat got 


1)0 them. Believing this to have been 
I'he sad fato of all five no search was 
made for the pair of us cast ashore, and 
before we had recovered from our ex­ 
haustion and pro|uired a sigual the brig 
had departed for another field. Tho 
island on which we were cast is one of 
group of nine, aud tho eanternmost 
ono of all. It is likely the same today 
as then, having plenty of fresh water, 
most of it covered with verdure, and 
wild fruits, shrimps and shellfish so 
plentiful that a shipwrecked crew of 20 
men could get along there for mouths. 
Wallace and I were inclined to look 
upon the aflair as a lark. We erected a 
hut in the woods, procured fire by rub 
bing two dry stittUs together, and after 
a thorough exploration of our domain, 
which was not over two miles across in 
any direction, wo slept, ate and talked, 
and had a pretty easy time of it. 


We had t)een on tho island about 
three months, when we awoke one 
morning to find the sea like a sheet of 
glass and the air as still as death. The 
sky was overcast, and yet of a coppery 
color, and tho birds on the island ap 
peared to be iu great alarm. Great 
flocka of them cauie iu from the sea, 
aud all along shore the fish were leap 
ing out of the water as if it were pol 
luted. 


After surveying things for awhile 
Wallace gave it as his opinion that we 
w(K' in for a typhoon or an earthquake 
Tile sulphury smell in the air incliuec 
liiin to the latter, and as loou as we had 
e<iien we started for the center of the 
ihlatid. There was a high hill in the 
e« 
bare .»f everything but a couple 
iif trees and it few bushes, and we sought 
it on aeoonutof tiie tidal wave we knew 
wonlct surely follow an lutrtUqnakei As 
to a disturbanoe of the eai th, we were 
helpless exofpt to keep clear of the for 
est.

There was more than one •hook, hat 


the first was the most violeni and lasted 
longest. The three or four which sue* 
coeded wore thrills rather than shocks. 
They ran through the islaud from east 
to wost and out to sc'a, and wo heard a 
chorus of what may bo called shrieks of 
distress from the birds with each vibra* 
tiou. Two or three niiniitos after the 
fourth or fifth shock Wallace stood up 
aud looked out upon tho sea to the east 
and .shouted to mo t 


‘Look, look, the tidal wave is com- 
ng in, and thoro’s a big ship ou tho 
crest of it.” 


I sprang up and followed his gaze 
eu miles away thore was a wall of wa­ 
ter. whioh seemed to lift its wbito crest 
almost to the sky and to reach north 
Mid Houth as far as I could see, Riding 
this crest was a great ship, with her 
threo masts standing erect and some of 
the yards across. 
For the first ton see- 
ouds tho wall seemed to stand still. 


hou it came rolling ou like a railroad 
train, and almost before I could have 
counted 20 it struck the shore of our 
sland aud swept across it. The islaud 
was a good 30 foot above water iu every 
lart, while ou tho hill wo were at loast 
100, but all portions savo the hill were 
cov(‘red by at least ton feet. I had 
my eyo ou tho ship alone. 
It came 
straight for tho hill, but as tho wave 
ivided it was swept to the left and 
struck the earth and was turned full 
about. While it hung thero tho waters 
passed on, and. lo, at our feet, resting 
almost on a level keel, was as ntraugo a 
sight as the eyes of a sailor over beheld. 


It was a ship to be suro. but one bad 
to tub his eyes and look again and 
again to bo certain of it. There was the 
great hull—thero the three masts—up 
aloft tho yards, and there wore scores 
of ropes trailing about like slimy sor- 
lents. From stem to stem aud from 
ceel to masthead tho fabrio was covered 
witb mud and slime and bamaclo and 
sea gra.HS and shells, and aa sho rested 
thero tho water poured off her docks 
and out of her hold in such a sobbing, 
choking way as to bring the shivers. 
STot a word bad passed between tho pair 
of ns whilo the wave raced in and 
across the island, and the ground below 
us was clear of tho last water before 
Wallace said: 


I think this ends it, and let us both 
iiauk God! This ship was heaved up 


1 rom the bottom of the sea. where sbo 
must have rested for a good many years, 
but we’ll have to wait a day or two be- 
I’ore we invostigace.'* 


After a nouplo of hours, to let the 
ground dry out a bit. we descended the 
lill to see what damage had been done 
\bout one-half the trees ou the island 
lad been uprooted and carried out to 
sea, and of our hut not a vestige re 
mained. There was st^areely a stone as 
arge as a ben’s egg on tho island pro 
vious to the wave, but now we found 
that hundreds of rocks had been distrib­ 
uted around, whilo the dead fish were 
so numerous that we were hours iu 
gathering them up iuid giving them to 
the tido to boar away. Two hours after 
the last shock tho sky cleared, the suu 
came out, and by night tho island was 
fairly dry in all parts. We, however, 
gave the ship all next day to get rid of 
ler water and harden in the hot ^uu 
You are prepared to hear, of i!ourse. 
that she proved to be the long lost Star 
of India. Wo found that out before we 
iad been aboard of her a quarter of an 
hour, and later ou we ha«! a do/.en rea­ 
sons for believing that the dying Malay 
iad spoken the truth. 


I tell you that ship was a queer sight. 
Jier oeeau bed hud Iteen liundrcfls of 
I'eet deep, and the mud covered every­ 
thing to the depth of a foot—in some 
rjlaees two or three. Neither one of us 
iad heard of the Star or hor lo.'ss. but 
we knew this wreck to be that of an In- 
diaman, and wo went at it to clear 
away the stuff and get into her. Wo 
were a full week doing this, and at 
every turn wo came across evidences to 
prove the story of tho Malay. Three or 
iPour of lier giuis were yet in place, and 
iron» tho way sho had been knocked 
about by cannon siuit it was easy to fig 
ure that she had made a hard fight and 
suffered great loss of life before sho 
gave in. Even before we began work 
we found the augor holes bored iu her 
bottom to scuttle her. The great cabin 
and every stateroom had two feet of 
mud on the fl(K)i\ and I may tell you 
that we worked hard for four weeks be- 
ore wo got the hulk cleane«! out. 


Wo made tho ship our home for six 
months and were then taken oft’ by a 
whaler, aud our story was the first newt 
received of the long lost ship The Eng­ 
lish goveniment sent a man-of-war to 
the island to overhaul the hulk, and me­ 
mentos of her have long been on exhi 
bitiou in the British museum. Kothing 
could bo more queer than the way we 
found her. or, rather, the way she was 
heaved up by the sea to be discovtjred 
From soundings made to the east of the 
island in 18(i7-8 it was estimated that 
tho great ship rose from a depth of over 
•¿,000 feet. Nothing but an earthquake 
could have lifted her from that depth, 
nothing but a tidal wave held her up 
aod swept her to our feet.

The f^cntencinf^ of Peter Poierson by 
Judge C ^lld ^ c yesterday afternoon 
was the inoMt iinpretisive incident that 
has characterized the procccdinf^H of 
the circuit court ^ince the marriage of 
Delbert K. Mitten and Mies Mattie 
Kdwards upon the acquittal of the 
former on the char^^e of embe/z/.lcmGnt 
after a sensational trial of el^ht day-. 


Peter Peterson,convicted of attempt­ 
ing to murder Miss Eliza Harris, stood 
unflinchingly at the bar and heard 
Judge Coolidge impose a sentence of 
eight years at Jackson. There was no 
moisture in his eyes but there was that 
in his manner th at ap|)ctiled more for­ 
cibly to the sympathies of the 2(M) spec­ 
tators than tears might have done. 
His attitude betrayed a woful ignor­ 
ance of the Hlgnlticant words of the 
judge and with his hands folded behind 
him he was more the picture of a man 
in deep reverie than a man reueiviug 
the punishment of the court for a crime 
for which he could be placed lieblnd 
prison walls for life. 


Peterson wan taken from hid cell in 
the county jail at tU’26 o’clock and es­ 
corted to the court room by Turnkey 
Lynn Ferguson. 
He walked briskly 
and smiled several tlmerf on his wuy 
ave»». 
He said to the ottlcer: “Thl» is 
0 h ' last time I will be taken lo the 
^court houtic.”

room he seated himself and to friendn 
who spoke to 
him he nodded and 
smiled.

fore Judge Coolidge Invited Attorney 
Gore, who so capably defended the uc- 
cused, to tuake (u h plea for clem^Micy.

In additiua to what ap­ 
peared in T h e Ne w k yesterday Mr. 
Gore urged the court to consider that

w hen Mr. Ciore had concluded Judge 
Coolidge invited the prisoner before 
the bar.

W ith Peterson remaining standing 
in front of his desk. Judge Coolidge 
compUmented Attorney Victor M. Gore 
for the ability with which he presented 
the defense. 
The court stated further 
th a t the respondent had been fairly 
and impartially tried; that his rights 
had been carefully guarded. His crime 
was a barbarous one, a crime that 
shocked the moral sense and excited 
fear of injury from him. 
In the opin­ 
ion of the court the veraictwas just and 
righteous. 
There was no excuse for 
the crime. 
Considering the disparity 
In the ages of Peterson and Miss Har­ 
ris it was not strangre that the latter 
should change her attitude, and the 
discovery that Peterson had deceived 
h er by representations of wealth and 
coaeernlng his age may have combined 
to cause the estrangement. 


If her parents were to blame it was 
no reason for him to wreak vengeance 
on Miss Harris, 
There was very little 
evidence, said the court, that went to 
establish the theory of mental disease.

CAN’T TAX TERMINAL. 


Supreme Court Makes an Im portant 
Railroad Kulinff. 


Lansing, Nov. ]9.—In a decision the 
supreme court appears to have ruled 
against taxing the terminal property of 
railroads. The Flint & Pere Marquette 
appealed from the order of 
Circuit 
Judge Maxwell, of Bay City, overrul 
ing its objections to taxes assessed 
against it for state, county and city 
purposes for 1894. 


The objections to the tax were that 
the pro|}erty assessed is a part of the 
terminals and depot grounds at Bay 
City. It was shown that in 181M, 18,0W 
cars of freight were shipped therefrom. 
The opinion cites the general tax law, 
providing that payment of specific tax 
shall exempt the property of such cor- 
oorations from further taxes. 


It appeared that two lumlicr firms 
occupied part of the dock at tbe termi 
ual, but as they paid no rent and their 
occupancy was a convenience to the 
railroad in shipping the firms’ lumber 
this fact was held to have no bearing 
on the liability of the company to pay 
general taxes. 


Judge Maxwell’s decree was reversed, 
and the auditor-general was directed to 
draw his warrant on the state treasury 
for the company’s costs in the ease.
